vice or sent to the mine until after it 
had been burned, looted and dynami- 
ted and 18 of its workers and defend- 
ers slain and a dozen wounded. 


The Sheriff said he had gone to 


another part of the county with State 
Attorney Duty on Wednesday to in- 
vestigate the ambushing of a truck 
load of. ten men bound for the mine. 
Returning, he said, they learned at 
Carterville, that the Lester mine was 
being attacked, and according to Sher 
iff Thaxton, Duty 
suggested 
they 


drive to the mine and see if they could 
stop' the battle. 


Instead, he said, they decided to go 


to Marion, the county seat and see 
what reports they could get there. 
At Marion, they learned thnt one man 
had been killed and others wounded. 
Then the Sheriff said, Duty advised 
him to stay away from the mine that 
night, and go out the following mor- 
ning with Hunter to see if a propos-

Failure?

Inff. whoso "devotion, courage, faith, 
skill and magnificent perseverance 


mado her today one of the 
useful women Jn the world." • 


Mr. Jvidson C. Welliver, in 
the 


June "American Review of Reviews" 
accounts for the first three years,of 
prohibition in a fashion which, .the 
impartial bystander must accept as 
thoroughly honest and candid. 


Mr. Welliver says that the truth 


about prohibition to date lies^. some- 
where between the two extremes of 
view. 
One extreme he defines as the 


opinion that prohibition is a failure 
and that it has been productive of 
numerous evils. The other extreme is 
the opinion that the results so far 
achieved by prohibition justify com- 
plete satisfaction. 


"There is impressive 
testimony", 


says Mr. Welliver, "that town proper- 
ties formerly occupied by salooons 
are generally i earning higher rentals 
for other uses. Studies in all parts of 
the country seem to leave no room 
to; doubt the "conclusion. Likewise, 
the blue ruin that was predicted for 
investments in breweries, distilleries 
and liquor warehouses hasn't eventu- 
ated. 


i On the contrary, a great proportion 
of former breweries and distilleries 
bave been converted into profitable 
ice-factories, 
storage 
warehouses, 


meat packinghouses, ice cream fac- 
tories, soft drink factories, manufac- 
turing concerns. -In the aggregate, I 
firmly believe after examining testi- 


mony from all parts of the country, 
that the entire mass of real property 
formerly devoted to making and mer- 
chandising liquors—breweries, distil- 
leries, warehouse, saloons—is today 
worth more money than, when it was 
used in the liquor business. This is 
one of the most striking phenomena 
one encdunters in 
connection with 


prohibition. It is one too, on which a 
nation-wide compilation of detailed 
evidence would be of great 
value. 


From the scattered testimonials on 
hand a few may be given briefly." 


Decrease in Crime 


"Peoria was always a liberal patron 


of home industries. Its Superinten- 
dent of Police reports for the year 
ending on the day national prohibition 
became effective 1,780 
arrests 
for 


drunkenness; for the first prohibition 
year, 295. Total arrests in the eaclier 
year were 5,966; later year 2,9J37. 


"Louisville was headquarters for 


the old whiskey aristocracy, as Peoria 
was the whiskey democracy, yn April 
21, 1921, Mayor George W^issinger 
Smith wrote that in the lastlpre-pro- 
hibition year arrest of drunks and 
drunk and disorderlies were 6,908, 1st 
prohibition year 1,061. He concludes. 
"As an economic measure there can 
be no question of the benefical results 
I am not a prohibitionist. 


Louisville's chief of police, Lucllow 


F. Petty adds that 
between these 


same years the arrests for other cau- 
ses fell off thus: 


"For assault and battery, from 55 


to 38; concealed weapons, 228 to 88; 
murder, 32 to 21; malicious assault 
350 to 222; rape 11 to 9; robbery, 256 
to 72; grand larceny, 496 jto 328, 
petit larceny, 355 to 199.; cruelty and 
neg-lect of children, 43 to 21. 


'"Statistics from cities all, over the 


country give about the same results, 
concerning arrest and crime,.,as those 
from Peoria and Louisville. Arrests 
from drunkenness have fallen off'from 
SO to 90 per cent. For the other of- 
fen,ses the reduction is just as gener- 
al, but not in so great a proportion. 
Thus for St. Louis, Buffalo, Spring- 
field, Mass., Fresno, CanuUrn, Lowell, 
Peoria, Lexington, Ky., Baltimore, 
Galveston, Gary and St. Paul, a con- 
.-oliduted statement shows/ 30,061 ar- 
rests for dronkojme^s in the prepro- 
hibition year and 11,232 in the (first 
prohibition year. .For the same group 
arrests in the same years for all oth- 


I er causes were 44,1413 and 26,579-. That 
is there were a drop of 62.6 per cent 
in arrests for drunkenness and of 
39.7 for other causes. 


"It h»s been widely claimed the 


country has been overwhelmed by a 
crime wave due to the consumption of 
bad liquor und to wide-spread disre- 
gard of law by reason of the disaf- 
fection over prohibition. But the con- 


solidated figuies on arrests for 
kcnness in fifty-eight cities including 
nearly all the largest in the country, 
show 316,842 arrests in 1917; 260,169 
in 1918^ 172,659 in 1919 and 109,768 
in 1920.'For the same group arrests 
for all other causes were: in Mi?,1 
986,301; in 1918, 949,952; in 1919|8^9/ 
174; 
in 1920, 856,693. 
: 
'i 


"Friends of prohibition ; have ;been 


clissappointed at these 'latter figures. 
That there should have bepn so, great 
a reduction in arrests for drunkenness 
and so small a reduction^ in arrests 
for other causes, has surprised them. 
Their explanation is tho general lax- 
ity in conduct following the war. 
Their claim seems t.o be born out by 
a comparison of crime in this country 
and Europe since the armistice; A 
British Royal Commission on crimin- 
al conditions in the Kingdpm report- 
ed that there had been an enormous 
increase in crime, drunkenness and 
use of drugs. For the entire Kingdom, 
the commission found that convict- 
ions for drunkenness in 1920 were 62. 
26 per cent greater than 
in 1919. 


Crime also showed a startling 
in- 


crease in the same period. In short, it 
appears that in 1920 as compared to 
1919 there "was an increase of about 
two thirds in arrests for drunkenness 
in Great Britain, and a reduction of 
about two thirds in the United States. 


"Crime conditions in the i European 


countries are> universally reported as 
giving the authorities grave concern. 
Although satisfactory statistics ex- 
cept in the case o'f Gieat Biitain, are 
not available, the general information 
on this subject leads to the conclusion 
that of the countries in the war, ev- 
eryone except t he-j United States has 
seen a large increase in Berime since 
the armistice. T lie foreign authorities 
attribute this to precisely 
cause that our prohibition advocates 
Rive for the failure to r< cord a de- 
crease in crime in this oountry, the 
r.u-ral laxity that always follows a 
great war." 


Another marker to the credit of 


Tirohibition, according to Mr. Weli'ver 
is its favorable effect upon the labor 
situation. He says:

manifestations incident to strike!, and 
ui employment. At this point agnin 
there is iii_arth of statistics, but thorp 
is ample .i.pnernl informatif.n to just- 
ify the claim that prohibition has 
prevented many of the worst conse- 
quences of industrial depression ami 
that if the 177,000 saloons formerly 
In operation had been doing business 
in the last two years, conditions would 
have been vastly worse.

The consumption of such liquors is

Mr. Jvidson C. Welliver, in 
the 


June "American Review of Reviews" 
accounts for the first three years,of 
prohibition in a fashion which, .the 
impartial bystander must accept as 
thoroughly honest and candid. 


Mr. Welliver says that the truth 


about prohibition to date lies^. some- 
where between the two extremes of 
view. 
One extreme he defines as the 


opinion that prohibition is a failure 
and that it has been productive of 
numerous evils. The other extreme is 
the opinion that the results so far 
achieved by prohibition justify com- 
plete satisfaction. 


"There is impressive 
testimony", 


says Mr. Welliver, "that town proper- 
ties formerly occupied by salooons 
are generally i earning higher rentals 
for other uses. Studies in all parts of 
the country seem to leave no room 
to; doubt the "conclusion. Likewise, 
the blue ruin that was predicted for 
investments in breweries, distilleries 
and liquor warehouses hasn't eventu- 
ated. 


i On the contrary, a great proportion 
of former breweries and distilleries 
bave been converted into profitable 
ice-factories, 
storage 
warehouses, 


meat packinghouses, ice cream fac- 
tories, soft drink factories, manufac- 
turing concerns. -In the aggregate, I 
firmly believe after examining testi- 


mony from all parts of the country, 
that the entire mass of real property 
formerly devoted to making and mer- 
chandising liquors—breweries, distil- 
leries, warehouse, saloons—is today 
worth more money than, when it was 
used in the liquor business. This is 
one of the most striking phenomena 
one encdunters in 
connection with 


prohibition. It is one too, on which a 
nation-wide compilation of detailed 
evidence would be of great 
value. 


From the scattered testimonials on 
hand a few may be given briefly." 


Decrease in Crime 


"Peoria was always a liberal patron 


of home industries. Its Superinten- 
dent of Police reports for the year 
ending on the day national prohibition 
became effective 1,780 
arrests 
for 


drunkenness; for the first prohibition 
year, 295. Total arrests in the eaclier 
year were 5,966; later year 2,9J37. 


"Louisville was headquarters for 


the old whiskey aristocracy, as Peoria 
was the whiskey democracy, yn April 
21, 1921, Mayor George W^issinger 
Smith wrote that in the lastlpre-pro- 
hibition year arrest of drunks and 
drunk and disorderlies were 6,908, 1st 
prohibition year 1,061. He concludes. 
"As an economic measure there can 
be no question of the benefical results 
I am not a prohibitionist. 


Louisville's chief of police, Lucllow 


F. Petty adds that 
between these 


same years the arrests for other cau- 
ses fell off thus: 


"For assault and battery, from 55 


to 38; concealed weapons, 228 to 88; 
murder, 32 to 21; malicious assault 
350 to 222; rape 11 to 9; robbery, 256 
to 72; grand larceny, 496 jto 328, 
petit larceny, 355 to 199.; cruelty and 
neg-lect of children, 43 to 21. 


'"Statistics from cities all, over the 


country give about the same results, 
concerning arrest and crime,.,as those 
from Peoria and Louisville. Arrests 
from drunkenness have fallen off'from 
SO to 90 per cent. For the other of- 
fen,ses the reduction is just as gener- 
al, but not in so great a proportion. 
Thus for St. Louis, Buffalo, Spring- 
field, Mass., Fresno, CanuUrn, Lowell, 
Peoria, Lexington, Ky., Baltimore, 
Galveston, Gary and St. Paul, a con- 
.-oliduted statement shows/ 30,061 ar- 
rests for dronkojme^s in the prepro- 
hibition year and 11,232 in the (first 
prohibition year. .For the same group 
arrests in the same years for all oth- 


I er causes were 44,1413 and 26,579-. That 
is there were a drop of 62.6 per cent 
in arrests for drunkenness and of 
39.7 for other causes. 


"It h»s been widely claimed the 


country has been overwhelmed by a 
crime wave due to the consumption of 
bad liquor und to wide-spread disre- 
gard of law by reason of the disaf- 
fection over prohibition. But the con- 


solidated figuies on arrests for 
kcnness in fifty-eight cities including 
nearly all the largest in the country, 
show 316,842 arrests in 1917; 260,169 
in 1918^ 172,659 in 1919 and 109,768 
in 1920.'For the same group arrests 
for all other causes were: in Mi?,1 
986,301; in 1918, 949,952; in 1919|8^9/ 
174; 
in 1920, 856,693. 
: 
'i 


"Friends of prohibition ; have ;been 


clissappointed at these 'latter figures. 
That there should have bepn so, great 
a reduction in arrests for drunkenness 
and so small a reduction^ in arrests 
for other causes, has surprised them. 
Their explanation is tho general lax- 
ity in conduct following the war. 
Their claim seems t.o be born out by 
a comparison of crime in this country 
and Europe since the armistice; A 
British Royal Commission on crimin- 
al conditions in the Kingdpm report- 
ed that there had been an enormous 
increase in crime, drunkenness and 
use of drugs. For the entire Kingdom, 
the commission found that convict- 
ions for drunkenness in 1920 were 62. 
26 per cent greater than 
in 1919. 


Crime also showed a startling 
in- 


crease in the same period. In short, it 
appears that in 1920 as compared to 
1919 there "was an increase of about 
two thirds in arrests for drunkenness 
in Great Britain, and a reduction of 
about two thirds in the United States. 


"Crime conditions in the i European 


countries are> universally reported as 
giving the authorities grave concern. 
Although satisfactory statistics ex- 
cept in the case o'f Gieat Biitain, are 
not available, the general information 
on this subject leads to the conclusion 
that of the countries in the war, ev- 
eryone except t he-j United States has 
seen a large increase in Berime since 
the armistice. T lie foreign authorities 
attribute this to precisely 
cause that our prohibition advocates 
Rive for the failure to r< cord a de- 
crease in crime in this oountry, the 
r.u-ral laxity that always follows a 
great war." 


Another marker to the credit of 


Tirohibition, according to Mr. Weli'ver 
is its favorable effect upon the labor 
situation. He says:

satisfaction to the limited diorderly 
manifestations incident to strike!, and 
ui employment. At this point agnin 
there is iii_arth of statistics, but thorp 
is ample .i.pnernl informatif.n to just- 
ify the claim that prohibition has 
prevented many of the worst conse- 
quences of industrial depression ami 
that if the 177,000 saloons formerly 
In operation had been doing business 
in the last two years, conditions would 
have been vastly worse.

The consumption of such liquors is
